ATFAIRB IN &SSZXCO. 

Truly wo live in an eventful age. Xom 
was ever nioro so. Wars and rumor* ol 
warn, the overtlirow of dynaslirt.l, llie purlin; 
as.sunder of uatioiig, and clmngf of itieii foii' 
and features — all aio passing beforo on 
ejes jear after year. In our acbool bo- 
dill's read history as though we were i 
be exempt from its operation, ns though thi 
iniglily progress of eveuW, which character ( 
iz.'J the progress of the great empires ol 
anliquiiy, or the meteor that Ijlazed su .sud- 
denly over Kuropo in the firot )c>ars ul 
this centnry, belonged only to the pasl anJ 
the Ailnrc. The. present waN looked upon a.s 
neutral groand reaerVed for na the speciattrs. 
Or waa !t disturbed, t'was only nt a disiunn-, 
HO distant, as to seem like the past. >\'e 
failed to perceive in its true light tlie 
intensity or magnitude of the distuibin}; 
elements. So it is even now to us who are 
not immediately concerned in the greal 
events going on in the worldi A great 
nation is struggling in the tbroea ol 
internal oooTuUions, myriads of human 
beings being made food for slaughter. 
Homes arc made desolate and nil the horrnr» 
of which war is so prolific are daily being ( ii- 
acted on the soil of onr no.tl door neighbors, 
Yet how Utile are we really allocltil by it. 
We read onr newspapers as we in youth read 
oar histories — perhaps efien wiiboot even the 
interest that attaobes to the latter. Thus 
bns it been with regard to unfortunate Mexico 
We have calmly and nlnaost indifterently 
watched the progress of events there till we 
are aiulilcnly awakened to the atartlinj; fuel 
that iho New World ia going back to ibc in- 
stitutions of tb0 old ; that history id repeating 
itself io the ninVeeotb century by. the canvct- 
sion of a rotten republic into a moDarohy. 
Mexico bas declared for an empire. MaX' 
milian is asked to become the occupant of the 
throne of Iturbide and filontezuma. Mexico 
waols peace — peace at any price, nt least sn 
nays General Foiey in effect. Well may she 
exclaim, " Save mo from my friends." 
Are they Mexicsns— are they Presidents 
either elected or self-constitutcd they 
make their friendship .. and their patriot- 
ism the cloak for legalized robbery. In com- 
parison with them tlie brigand is honorable. 
He at least makes no preicnaions, auJ you 
are not deceived. You e.^^icct nothiug from 
him, and you receive it. But those who have 
hitherto hold rule in Mexico have done ho 
only to its ruin. Republicanism was for 
them a convenient formality, nothing more ; 
but with that formality they were 
and are unwilling to dispense. With 
it ill such a country like Mexico, 
such a thing as consorvatism and good 
govurnnieul is an utter impossibiiily. 'I'lie 
public virtue and intelligence necessary for 
such a form of government does not exist 
there, and it may be doubted if it d<m any- 
where else. The mors sensible portion of 
the Mexicans have seen this. From among 
this clasfl Forey has no doubt chosen the men 
who form the Assembly of thirty-Qrc callod 
the Junta Superior. They have cboiun llie 
£xecutire ;)ro/m, composed of a triumvirate, 
nbo are to carry on the government till such 
time as the form and personages of the new 
government shall be finally fixed. This was 
to have been done by a body of prominent 
Mexicans culled the Assembly of Notable.", 
composed o( Jiinla Superior and two hundred 
and (ifiecii others chcsen by tliem, making in 
all u body of two hundred and fifty repre>en- 
kxtivc men. The form of govcnmcnt to be 
adopted ysas to be doeidcd npon by n rote of 
at least two-thirds of the Assembly of Nota 
blea. If we can place full reliance on the 
telegrams by nay ol New York, this has been 
done, and a monarchy chosen for the people 
of .Mexico. It will be perceived throughout 
the whole of this that General Forey bas been 
tacitly acting on the asaumplion tliat i.n 
government dc jurt is in existence in .Mexico, 
aud that, the majority of the people 
are not yet free agents, and consequently that 
any choice by them of leprescntaiiven to de 
cido upon matters of gorerr.niant musl be 
only a farce, aud could not bo taken ns to 
tlie free cxpro-ssion nl public opinion. 'I'his 
may be so, but il -itrike,' u.s tliat the French 
general's proceedings run th'; other cx 
treme. Whatever may bo the wishe.s ol ilie 
people, outsiders will have the idea that a 
monarchy has been forced npon them— 
whether for their good or not will not be ao 
oft"n taken into cousidoratinn. Wa shall 
theroforo await with iiitiireit to hear h(jw 
England and Spain regard th'j miitli-r. 
Neither of ihem would b<j avorne to ihe 
establishment of a monarchy provided it 
wero the choice of the Mexicans, It is not 
likely they will however approve of the 
means by which the thing was really brought 
about, nor of the alternative choice of a 
monarch being left to Napoleon in case of 
Maximilian's refusal. However (lie chi\n!;e 
that will no doubt soon come over the .Mexi- 
cans with the establishmnnt of a rival native 
government to that of Juarez will probably 
tend to smooth down any difTicnliits sug- 
gested by the other intervening powers. 
The new government will at any rule intro- 
duce order and gooJ laws. They will have 
the only power in the country; Juarez and his 
party cannot hope 'o contend long against 
Iho central power, ho has not the means, 
and tho majority of the population arc too 
iodifTcrent at the change in the form of gov> 
ctnmeot and too tired of war to put 
themselves under his banner.
